with which personal welfare is alfect- 
ed; second, tlie ciinspicuoiisuess of 
one or both phenomena between 
which a relation is to be perceived; 
third, the absolute frequency with 
which the relations occur; fourth, the 
relative frequency of occurence; fifth, 
simplicity of relations; sixth, the de- 
gree of abstractness.’’

While the mind usually accepts the 
the apperception of the senses — the 
testimony they bring to it, it is ques- 
tionable whether as often it may 
accept its own conclusions — the testi- 
mony it brings to itself. While the 
physical senses are errant and their 
testimony sometimes to be discarded, 
it is questionable whether the mind 
which thus diecanls, must not more 
often discard its own testimouy.

Why is it then, with this 
definition by scientists themselves 
of natural <aws, and this explanatiun 
of their order of di.-eovery, men wi 1 
hoot uml niiiaclcs. deny divine ovi r- 
^ rulings, and as.-^ert tliat the iiniver.-c 
(for they conceive of lint one iinivei'se 
the malarial ! is under the eoiilrol, 
not merely the direetioii, of Law? 

Why is it that tliey fall into the 
double fallacy of eonfounding modes 
of operntion with causes, and of suf- 
fering objects to he inconipiuilile wfieii 
their concc]itioiis arc iiicoiupatalilc. 

M. Conitc, the founder of I’ositiv- 
isiii, lielieved that since our iirevisiaii 
is perfect regarding astronomical 
phenomena, whereby we are nlile to 
foretell the arrival of eclipses and 
comets, the conimoii mind must he 
lead “to feel that such must he free 
from control of any will, whien could 
not be will, if it itas thus subordinat- 
ed to our astronomical decisions.” 

What sophistry to lussuiue that a 
will is necessarily variable as is the 
case witli man’s will; whereas it is a 
coucejition of the theologieal 
philosophy with which Comte con- 
tends, that with (1 (mI “is no variuhlc- 
uess, neither shadow ot turning.” 

Who cun prove tliiit there is not 
a law, nonconrtictiug w ilh our exper- 
ience hut supernal, whereby 'the dead 
may be raised and other iiiiraeles be 
performed? There is a law of gravi- 
tation whereby all things must full to 
the earth, yet IihIIouiis rise uml jilaiits 
thrust their stems from the ground, 
not liccaiise this law is inapplicable, 
but liecause other laws prevail. 

But Mr. Druuimund’s etturts are 
directed to the fact that natural laws 
operate in the spiritual; and this he 
dues by illustration clinehed hy reas- 
oning. Analogous pheiiunienu in 
both spheres depend upon identical 
laws, nut merely analogous. So 
that the spiritual secures iii I’arahles 
not merely an illumiuutinii, hut a 
basis, for ana logy pneiiomcny is 
produceii hy identiciciiess of law«. 
There are conviiieing reasons for this. 
As pheiioni^ena have lioeii grouped 
and found to possess orderly laws, so 
modern scfence has grouped laws and 
found that laws possess Law; and
